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An Exhibition of Renaissance Jewels 
January 4 through 24 


The Allen Memorial Art Museum is able to present this remark- 
able exhibition of Renaissance jewels, which are illustrated and described 
on the following pages, through the kindness of Mr. H. Weinberg of 
the Antique Porcelain Co., Inc., New York. The Museum wishes to ex- 
press its appreciation to Mr. Weinberg for this generous loan. Collec- 
tions of the variety and quality of this one are rarely seen in our muse- 
ums, and it is a privilege to be given the opportunity of showing it in 


Oberlin. 


The spirit of the Renaissance age is evoked with extraordinary 
brilliance in the art of its jewels. We marvel at the refinement of their 
gold casting and chasing, the enrichment of surfaces with enamelled 
| motifs, the and juxtaposition of precious and semi- 
precious stones, occasionally coupled with an ancient cameo. The in- 
ventiveness and variety of the ornament in these pieces, sometimes ex- 
uberant, sometimes restrained, always controlled, speaks, even on as 
small a scale as a pendant or cup, as eloquently of the love of surface en- 
richment for its own sake as a work of monumental size, as, for example, 
the interior of that masterpiece of sculptured architecture at Urbino, the 
Palazzo Ducale. 


The exhibition, made up primarily of pendants, includes secular 
jewels with mythological and animalistic subjects, and devotional images 
with scenes from the life of Christ and the saints. Three examples from 
the 18th century suggest the more exotic, self-conscious taste evident 
in that period. 


A special preview was held for members of the faculty and staff of 
the College and townspeople of Oberlin at a reception honoring Presi 
dent and Mrs. Robert K. Carr in the museum on New Year's Day. 


The descriptions of the jewels, including date and provenance, were 
provided by the Antique Porcelain Co. The majority of the photographs 
which appear in this Bulletin were made by Arthur E. Princehorn.
